Numismatics  International 
will  again  have  responsibilities  for  setting  up  and  running  the  show. 


Results  of  a questionnaire  sent  to  the  seventy-one  1979  participants 
showed  that  dealers  were  very  pleased  with  the  timing,  hotel  and  bourse 
in  1979.

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TURKISH  F A 0 COINS 

by  Guvendik  Fiqekqioglu,  Istanbul , Turkey , NI  #1532 


"F.A.O.",  as  it  is  known  to  everybody,  stands  for  the  ’’FOOD  AND  AGRI- 
CULTURE ORGANISATION  OF  THE  UNITED  NATIONS". 

The  very  first  invitation  in  order  to  mint  a coin  with  a FAO  theme 
has  come  from  the  Organisation  on  18  November  1968,  to  draw  the  at- 
tention of  the  world  to  the  studies  carried  on  "Food  and  Agriculture". 
In  a short  while  approximately  20  countries  confirmed  their  interest 
in  such  an  action,  and  about  60  countries  responded  that  they  would 
be  interested  in  such  a mintage  and  would  share  the  studies  carried 
on  in  this  respect  at  the  first  opportunity. 

The  main  aim  of  such  an  invitation  extended  by  F.A.O.  was  to  increase 
the  interest  in  the  studies  carried  on  in  order  to  produce  sufficient 
food  for  the  increasing  world  population,  and  in  addition,  to  display 
the  food  problems  that  the  developing  countries  are  experiencing,  and 
maintain  support,  both  materially  and  morally,  from  the  developed 
countries  in  order  to  solve  these  problems. 

The  first  aim  of  these  studies  is  to  secure  direct  substantial  aid  to 
the  critical  starvation  regions  of  the  world,  and  then  encourage  the 
investigations  in  order  to  increase  the  food  production  as  well  as 
submitting  relevant  suggestions  and  proposals  in  this  respect. 

As  an  addition  to  the  substantial  aids  obtained  from  the  developed 
countries,  F.A.O.  decided  to  realize  mintage  of  some  commemorative 
coins,  of  which  the  theme  would  be  determined  by  F.A.O.  , and  thus, 
also  many  more  countries  would  have  the  opportunity  of  sharing  these 
investigations  and  studies,  without  their  budgets  being  affected,  and 
the  income  obtained  from  the  sale  of  these  coins  would  be  used  in  the 
starvation  regions  of  the  world.  The  interest  shown  in  this  decision 
was  much  more  than  expected. 

Mintage  of  commemorative  coins  in  order  to  obtain  support  for  the  food 
and  agriculture  programs,  and  to  obtain  income  from  the  sale  of  these 
coins  have  two  priorities: 

Firstly,  money  is  a substantial  item  in  the  life  of  a human 
being,  regardless  young  or  old,  educated  or  uneducated, 
since  its  first  mintage,  about  2500  years  ago.  It  is  obvious 
that  this  item  will  strike  the  interest  of  human  beings  when 
it  is  minted  with  the  themes  illustrating  food  and  agriculture 
demands  of  the  world,  in  contrary  to  its  usual  design. 

Having  such  an  unusual  coin  in  hand,  consciously  or  uncons- 
ciously, everybody  will  be  aware  of  the  idea  and  as  a result, 
the  action  will  reach  to  its  goal. 

Secondly,  with  the  strong  insistence  of  F.A.O.,  the  minted 
coins  are  being  put  into  circulation,  and  having  these  coins 
in  circulation,  everybody  spontaniously  will  have  a share  in 
the  aimed  financial  support. 
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Few  of  the  developed  countries,  with  better  financial  conditions, 
even  go  further  in  this  aid  and  donate  the  minted  coins  to  the  Organ- 
isation. However,  the  other  countries,  of  which  the  financial  con- 
ditions are  not  well  enough  to  donate  these  coins,  especially  when 
valuable  metals  like  silver,  gold,  etc.  are  used  for  mintage,  the 
Organisation  buys  part  of  these  coins  at  their  nominal  values. 

F.A.O.  usually  leaves  the  amount  to  be  minted  to  the  country's  de- 
cision, where  the  coin  is  going  to  be  minted.  However,  each  country 
is  informed  in  advance  of  the  amount  to  be  bought  by  F.A.O.  or  to  be 
donated  to  F.A.O. 

Following  the  collection  of  these  coins  minted  all  over  the  world, 
either  by  donation  or  buying,  the  Organisation  prepares  coin  albums 
and  obtains  tremendous  amounts  of  income  from  the  sale  of  these  al- 
bums to  the  collectors  of  the  world. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  mints  of  the  countries  also  make  profits, 
after  donating  and/or  selling  the  requested  amounts  to  F.A.O. , by 
putting  the  remaining  coins  on  sale  either  in  their  own  countries  or 
exporting  them  to  foreign  countries  either  at  their  nominal  values  or 
with  higher  prices. 

Turkey,  being  one  of  the  countries  who  had  sent  an  affirmative  re- 
sponse to  the  invitation  of  F.A.O.  since  the  beginning,  started  pre- 
parations for  minting  a F.A.O.  commemorative  coin  in  1970,  which  was 
also  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  United  Nations  Organisation,  and 
realized  the  mintage  of  200,000  each  of  2-1/2  Lira  (nominal  value) 
commemorative  coins,  totalling  up  to  a value  of  500,000.-  TL. , upon 
receipt  of  the  approval  of  Ministry  of  Finance,  dated  20  April  1970, 

No.  52121/38,  prior  to  the  Second  World  Congress  of  F.A.O.  which  was 
held  on  16  June  1970. 

At  the  beginning,  the  initial  plan  was  to  donate  20,000  each  of  these 
coins  to  the  Organisation,  and  the  remaining  180,000  each  were  to  be 
put  into  circulation.  However,  F.A.O.  accepted  only  5,000  each  as  a 
donation,  and  paid  the  related  expenses  for  the  remaining  15,000  each. 

Characteristics  of  the  first  Turkish  F.A.O.  commemorative  coin  is  as 
follows : 


Although,  initially  it  had  been  decided  that  the  remaining  180,000 
each  would  be  put  into  circulation,  later  they  have  been  kept  and 
not  put  into  circulation  with  the  thought  that  they  may  cause  hesi- 
tation in  the  market.  In  addition,  the  whole  lot  may  be  sold  to

GOLD  STATERS 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell , Weeping  Water , Nebraska , NI  HLM-12 

The  original  ’stater"  was  a Greek  gold  coin.  It  was  one  of  the  de- 
nominations taken  by  Alexander  the  Great  when  he  conquered  the  north- 
west part  of  India.  It  underwent  many  changes  but  was  perpetuated 
by  a variety  of  different  conquerors,  almost  as  though  a real  Indian 
denomination.  Thus  as  late  as  750-80  A.D.  in  the  area  of  what  is 
still  Kashmir,  then  a Hindu  Kingdom,  we  find  still  gold  staters.  Act- 
ually,  they  are  very  pale  gold  and  really  electrum,  i.e.  a mixture 
of  gold  and  silver,  like  the  very  first  coins  in  the  Greek  islands, 

being  the  natural  state  in  which 
some  gold  is  found.  Believe  it  or 
not  the  obverse  is  a design  copied 
from  the  standing  figure  of  the 
Kushan  coinage.  The  reverse  shows 
a crude  picture  of  a seated  goddess. 

The  coin  is  of  King  Vinayadtya  (Jayapida)  who  was  a descendant  of  the 
White  Hun  (another  of  the  groups  that  conquered  that  area)  Mihirakula.

The  Ten  Yen  U.S.  Propa- 
ganda Forgeries  of  the 
Pacific  War

The  practice  of  air  dropping  propaganda  leaflets  over  territories  in- 
habited or  occupied  by  Japanese  was  the  most  successful  means  of  phy- 
chological  warfare  during  the  Pacific  War.  Earlier  such  attempts  by 
the  American  Intelligence  proved  rather  ineffective.  The  messages  of 
the  leaflets,  frequently  comprising  safe-conduct  passes  directed  to 
any  inclined  to  surrender,  were  often  composed  in  defective  diction, 
with  incorrectly  chosen  characters  and  expressions,  entirely  defeat- 
ing their  purpose.  Moreover,  propaganda  leaflets  had  generally  little 
impact  on  the  Japanese  as  long  as  their  armies  and  navy  were  victor- 
ious. It  was  not  until  the  fall  of  Saipan,  the  loss  of  the  Philli- 
pines,  and  the  massive  air  raid  destructions  of  Yokohama  and  Tokyo, 
when  the  Japanese  people  began  to  believe  what  they  were  told  by 
American  aerial  leaflets  and  news  sheets. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1945,  B-29  leaflet  raids  disseminated 
hundreds  of  tons  of  thin  white  and  colored  paper  sheetlets.  They  were 
dropped  in  bales  usually  by  a single  plane,  flying  high  at  rapid  speed, 
so  it  was  out  of  sight  by  the  time  anyone  noticed  the  falling  leaflets. 
They  first  appeared  as  a small,  fleecy  cloud  in  the  sky.  As  they  de- 
scended, they  spread  out  over  the  entire  city,  landing  on  streets,  in 
yards,  on  rooftops,  in  shrine  precincts,  and  on  farmer's  fields. 

Many  of  these  messages  were  without  avail.  Especially  those  that  at- 
tempted to  drive  a wedge  between  the  people  and  the  militarists,  be- 
cause the  general  populace  was  powerless  to  interfere  with  the  actions 
of  the  military  clique. 

The  variety  of  U.S.  aerial  propaganda  leaflets  was  great.  A complete 
listing  of  those  employed  against  Japan  was  never  compiled.  Most  leaf- 
lets, though  by  no  means  all,  bore  code  numerals,  which  provide  some 
indication.  They  were  of  two  major  series.  Leaflets  coded  by  the 
letters  J-l,  which  comprise  a series  from  1-J-l  into  the  l-J-150's. 

They  originated  with  the  Psychological  Warfare  Branch,  U.S.  Army  Forces, 
Southwest  Pacific  Area,  APO  500,  affiliated  with  General  Headquarters 
of  General  Douglas  MacArthur.  They  belong  with  the  best  produced  leaf- 
lets, were  often  embellished  with  colorful  art  work,  and  most  of  them 
were  composed  in  correct  Japanese.  The  second  series  bears  just  num- 
erals, the  highest  apparently  was  in  the  2, 120's.  They  were  produced 
by  different  intelligence  and  psychological  warfare  field  operations, 
and  varied  greatly  in  quality.  They  range  from  poorly  printed  and 
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composed  leaflets,  some  of  them  in  such  faulty  Japanese  that  they 
could  not  possibly  have  had  any  impact,  to  exquisitely  prepared  and 
drafted  specimens,  as  the  four  examples  here  presented  testify.  The 
numer  of  varieties  of  leaflets  disseminated  lacking  codes  cannot  be 
estimated. 

Apart  from  leaflets  in  different  dimensions,  one  of  the  most  effect- 
ive means  of  U.S.  psychological  warfare  was  a news  sheet,  printed  on 
both  sides,  called  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  (Parachute  News).  It  was  air  drop- 
ped between  March  and  August  1945  in  24  weekly  editions  (RN  1-24),  and 
one  "Extra"  of  April  8,  1945,  announcing  the  resignation  of  the  Koiso 
Cabinet  (RN  4a).  That  news  sheet  attained  an  edition  of  two  million 
copies  per  run,  and  was  scattered  over  wide  areas  of  the  Japanese 
homeland.  Each  edition  provided  accurate  accounts  of  the  progress  of 
the  war  in  Europe  and  the  Pacific,  of  battles  fought  and  victories 
gained,  of  political  affairs  in  Japan,  the  U.S. A.,  Europe,  and  the 
rest  of  the  world.  Within  Japan,  the  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  was  more  effect- 
ive than  most  of  the  many  hundred  varieties  of  leaflets  dropped,  sim- 
ply because  to  the  Japanese  people  the  paper  became  soon  the  sole 
accurate  source  of  information.  The  newspaper  was  regarded  as  auth- 
oritative, because  reported  news  could  be  authenticated  by  events 
within  Japan.  Kiyoshi  Togasaki,  editor  of  the  Nippon  Times , stated 
shortly  after  the  war  that  "the  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  were  exactly  in  makeup 
like  that  of  a Japanese  newspaper.  The  people  not  only  read  them 
but  often  even  went  out  of  their  way  to  obtain  copies." 

Postwar  interrogations  by  Col.  Bonner  F.  Fellers  of  Japanese  officials 
associated  with  the  war  time  government  singled  out  four  types  of 
propaganda  leaflets  as  the  most  effective,  and  as  exerting  the  great- 
est impact  of  all  the  great  varieties  dumped  on  Japan.  The  first  was 
an  "advance  warning  bombing"  leaflet  which  successfully  greatly  lower- 
ed civilian  moral.  It  was  embellished  by  a picture  of  five  B-29's 
dropping  incendiaries,  and  contained  within  circles  the  names  of  12 
cities  that  according  to  the  message  on  the  reverse,  were  to  be  bombed 
within  the  next  few  days.  It  urged  civilians  to  evacuate  the  named 
cities  at  once.  That  leaflet,  which  lacked  a code  numeral,  existed 
in  several  variations,  dissimilar  just  by  different  city  names  within 
the  circles.  Kido  Koichi,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal,  and  the  close 
advisor  to  the  Emperor,  asserted  that  such  leaflets  designating  cities 
for  destruction  were  the  most  effective  because  their  truth  was  proved 
by  invariable  subsequent  bombings. 

The  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  were  extremely  successful  propaganda,  according  to 
Goro  Murata  of  the  Nippon  Times,  especially  the  issues  relating  the 
Allied  achievements  in  the  Okinawa  campaign,  and  that  containing  a 
picture  of  the  effects  of  the  March  9th  raid  on  Tokyo  (RN  3 of  March 
31),  because  few  people  were  aware  of  the  actual  extent  of  the  bombings. 

Third  in  line  was  a leaflet  (152-J-l)  bearing  the  translation  of  the 
Potsdam  Proclamation.  The  translation  was  actually  supplied  to  the 
Japanese  people  by  both  the  August  4th  edition  of  the  RAKKASAN  NYUSU 
(RN  21)  and  by  a separate  leaflet.  Kiyoshi  Togasaki,  editor  of  the 
Nippon  Times,  declared  that  the  translation  of  the  news  sheet  and  the 
leaflet  was  far  superior  over  the  official  Japanese  version. 

Finally,  likewise  regarded  as  being  among  the  most  effective  propaganda 
were  the  so-called  "Ten  Yen  Note  Propaganda  Forgeries".  By  the  time 
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they  were  employed,  in  the  summer  of  1945,  Japan  was  showered  almost 
daily  by  aerial  leaflets  in  such  quantities  that  the  Japanese  people 
developed  a kind  of  apathy  against  them.  A novel  approach  had  there- 
fore to  be  sought  to  attract  their  renewed  attention.  The  ingenious 
idea  was  to  reproduce  the  obverse  side  of  the  then  current  10  yen 
banknote,  and  replace  the  reverse  by  a propaganda  message.  For,  who 
chould  resist  money  falling  from  the  skies! 

According  to  Swails,  those  propaganda  forgeries  were  prepared  by  the 
Psychological  Warfare  Branch,  Hawaiian  Department  in  Honolulu,  headed 
by  Lt.  Colonel  Richardson.  They  availed  themselves  of  one  example  of 
the  10  yen  banknotes  placed  into  circulation  on  December  15,  1943, 
and  embellished  by  the  portrait  of  Wake  no  Kiyomaro.  It  bore  serial 
numbers  450941  (1124).  That  note  was  exquisitely  reproduced  by  litho- 
graphy to  resemble  closely  the  genuine  bill  (Fig.  1).  One  striking

difference  is  that  the  Okura  Daijin  seal,  printed  in  red  on  genuine 
bills,  appears  in  the  same  brown  color  as  part  of  the  body  of  the 
phoenix  on  the  counterfeit.  In  place  of  the  depicition  of  the  Goo 
Jinja  (shrine)  on  the  reverse,  four  kinds  of  propaganda  messages  were 
printed  in  black  characters,  accompanied  by  the  code  numerals:  2009, 

2016,  2017,  and  2034.  The  intervening  numbers  were  allotted  to  other 
unrelated  leaflets.  The  messages  translate  approxiamtely  as  follows: 

No,  2009  (Fig.  2): 

"FIVE  THOUSAND  YEN.  With  this  money,  pay  your  land  taxes.  The  Mili- 
tary clique  (Gumbatsu)  is  squandering  your  tax  money.  The  Military 
caste  has  been  spending  an  awful  lot  of  your  money,  5,000  yen  per  in- 
dividual person  for  this  war.  The  longer  the  war  endures,  the  more 
of  your  money  the  militarists  will  waste." 

This  message  was  devised  to  breed  discontent  among  the  people  about 
the  high  taxes  they  were  compelled  to  pay  for  the  sustenance  of  the 
war,  which  by  that  time  had  turned  to  a futile  endeavor.  As  the  pop- 
ulace was  powerless,  this  message  had  probably  little  effect. 
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No.  2016  (Fig.  3): 

"FACTORY  WORKERS  (Shokko) ! Until  now,  you  workers  earned  a great  deal 
of  money.  But  of  what  use  is  it  to  you?  Your  purchasing  power  is  no 
different  from  that  of  this  10  yen  bill.  You  who  exert  all  your  ef- 
forts in  the  production  of  war  weapons  should  also  be  regarded  as 
soldiers.  You  are  the  soliders  of  armament  production.  But  can  you 
buy  as  much  rice  and  beer  as  the  soldiers?  Can  you  purchase  the  com- 
modities that  soldiers  and  their  families  can  buy  with  their  special 
rations?" 


This  message  attempted  to  provoke  a jealousy  between  civilian  factory 
workers  and  the  military.  Again,  it  had  probably  little  effect  as 
neither  had  dozens  of  other  kinds  of  leaflets  with  related  theme. 

No,  2017  (Fig.  4): 

'TO  THE  JAPANESE  PEOPLE!  The  money  and  bonds  deposited  in  the  bank. 
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are  they  of  any  use?  We  recommend  that  you  rather  buy  daily  neces- 
sities and  commodities  you  will  need  in  the  future.  Because  goods 
are  becoming  scarce.  On  account  of  the  air  raids,  most  of  the  shops 
will  soon  be  unable  to  open.  To  cope  with  these  difficult  times,  we 
recommend  you  buy  food,  clothing  and  the  daily  necessities.  Money 
alone  cannot  prevent  hunger,  and  it  cannot  be  used  in  place  of  food 
and  clothing.  With  savings  bonds  you  cannot  stop  a child  from  crying 
If  you  are  prudent,  you  will  buy  commodities  instead  of  depositing 
your  money.  This  is  not  a time  for  saving.  Now  is  the  time  for 
buying  goods." 

That  message,  directed  to  the  common  people,  was  probably  the  most 
effectual.  It  attempted  to  dissuade  them  from  depositing  more  money 
in  the  bank  and  from  investing  funds  in  war  bonds.  It  persuaded  the 
Japanese  to  hoard  instead  goods  and  food  for  survival  in  the  future. 

If  that  advice  had  been  followed  by  a sizeable  proportion  of  the  popu 
lation,  it  might  also  have  created  havoc  with  the  rationing  system. 
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No.  2034  (Fig.  5): 


"Before  the  military  clique  started  the  war,  the  following  commodities 
could  be  bought  with  10  yen  in  Showa  5 (1930). 

1.  Two  to  and  5 sho  (about  20  kg)  high  quality  rice. 

1.  Textiles  for  summer  clothing  for  eight  persons. 

1.  Four  hyo  (50  kg.  packages)  charcoal. 

The  following  commodities  could  be  bought  with  10  yen  just  after  the 
Chine  Incident  in  Showa  12  (1937). 

1.  Two  to  and  5 sho  low  quality  rice. 

1.  Textiles  for  summer  clothing  for  5 persons. 

1.  Two  and  a half  hyo  (2-1/2  packages)  charcoal. 

Today  (1945),  three  years  after  you  have  fought  a hopeless  war  against 
the  world's  strongest  country,  the  following  commodities  can  be  bought 
for  10  yen. 

1.  One  sho  and  two  go  (1-1/2  kg)  good  quality  rice  on  the  Black 
Market . 

1.  A small  amount  of  charcoal  (if  obtainable). 

1.  None  of  the  cotton  material  for  clothes. 

These  are  the  results  of  the  mutual  prosperity  your  leaders  told  you 
about!" 

This  message,  by  demonstrating  the  loss  of  purchasing  power  of  the 
Japanese  currency  over  the  last  15  years,  was  aimed  to  exert  a detri- 
mental effect  on  the  moral  of  the  Japanese  people.  It  also  attempted 
by  its  brief  allusion  to  lend  some  legitimacy  to  Black  Market  oper- 
ations . 

What  were  reactions  of  the  Japanese  to  these  "Ten  Yen  Propaganda  For- 
geries"? They  are  partly  evident  from  statements  made  by  several 
officials  interrogated  by  Cononel  Fellers,  Chief  of  the  Psychological 
Warfare  Branch,  Pacific  Area,  late  in  1945: 

Kase  Toshikazu,  Cabinet  Board  of  Information:  "The  Yen  note  leaflets 

were  the  most  effective.  They  aroused  the  interest  and  curiosity  of 
the  people.  The  second  most  effectual  appeal  was  the  Potsdam  Procla- 
mation leaflet"  (152-J-l). 

Kawabuchi  Masjiro,  Chief  of  Foreign  Affairs  Bureaus  of  the  Home  Minis- 
try: "The  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  were  better  than  any  leaflets  in  the  results 

achieved.  The  best  leaflet  was  the  one  that  dealt  with  the  cost  of 
living"  (No.  2034). 

Myoshi  Sigeo,  Governor  of  Kyoto  Prefecture:  In  his  opinion,  the  "Ten 

Yen  Bills"  were  the  most  effective  of  all  U.S.  propaganda  leaflets. 

Sakamoto  Iwatai,  Chief,  Censorship  Bureau,  Tokyo  Metropolitan  Police: 
"The  RAKKASAN  NYUSU  were  the  most  effective,  and  the  'counterfeit 
yen  note'  had  been  very  good." 

According  to  a report  by  the  Foreign  Section  of  the  Home  Ministry: 

"The  counterfeit  'ten  yen  bank  notes'  were  printed  quite  skillfully 
and  aroused  considerable  curiousity  among  the  Japanese  people." 

Several  Japanese  official  interviewed,  including  also  Japanese  news- 
paper personnel,  asserted  almost  unanimously  that  the  U.S.  aerial 
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propaganda  leaflets  dropped  over  Japan  in  1945  assisted  materially  in 
effecting  a peaceful  occupation  without  bloodshed,  because  the  Japan- 
ese people  had  by  that  time  accepted  the  truthfulness  of  the  messages 
they  conveyed.

On  the  obverse  in  high  relief  FIELD  MARSHALL  LORD 
ROBERTS  OF  KANDAHAR  and  a lion  rampant  to  the  left  below  the  neck  (this 
recalls  the  British  Afghan  campaign  in  the  19th  c.).  On  the  reverse 
a winged  victory,  standing,  arms  outstretched  over  head  and  holding  a 
range  target.  On  the  left  of  the  figure,  in  three  lines:  SOCIETY  OF/ 

RIFLE  CLUB/ALEXANDRA'S  and  MINATURE /QUEEN /CUP  (Alexandra  being  the  wife 
of  Edward  VII) . Does  anyone  have  any  information  about  this  one?

A good  many  reprints  are  putting  a number  of  very  useful  numismatic 
works  in  French.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  aid  of  this  short  word- 
list  (rather  arbitrary  in  its  choice  of  words)  may  help  some  of  those 
who  do  not  read  French  at  least  to  be  able  to  read  the  brief  descrip- 
tions that  accompany  individual  coins  in  catalogs  and  sale  lists. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  many  French  terms  are  the  same  as  in  Eng- 
lish, only  spelled  differently  (to  accord  with  the  pronunciation). 

It  is  helpful  to  remember  that  much  of  the  English  language  is  drawn 

from  French,  and  that  both  have  their  origin  in  Latin  (more  so  in 

the  case  of  French,  a romance  tongue  like  Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese).

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SAILING  SHIPS  & NOTGELD 

by  W.  A.  Haskell , Pfaffenrot,  West  Germany 9 HI  f-LM-  16 

Collecting  colorful  German  "Serienscheine  notgeld"  by  motif  or  theme 
is  about  as  old  as  notgeld  itself  since  it  lends  itself  to  almost  end- 
less possibilities;  indeed,  right  off  hand  at  least  50  suggest  them- 
selves. One  recurring  theme,  especially  on  notes  issued  by  coastal 
cities  and  towns,  are  various  types  of  boats  and  sailing  ships. 

For  example,  the  Hanseatic  city  of  Hamburg  (pop.  1,850,000),  Germany's 
second  city  after  Berlin,  indicates  its  importance  by  its  old  title 
"der  frein  und  Hansestadt"  (Free  and  Hanseatic  city)  and  "Stadtstaat" 
(City  State)  and  its  prominence  in  trade  as  a leading  port  of  the 
world.  It  was  granted  a concession  by  Emperor  Frederick  Barbarossa 
for  free  navigation  on  the  Elbe  River  in  1189.  The  Hanseatic  League 
of  German  cities,  of  which  Hamburg  was  a leading  one,  dominated  the 
trade  with  Russia  and  Scandinavia  from  the  12th  to  the  16th  centuries, 
which  permitted  it  to  prosper.  However,  Hamburg  also  suffered  the 
pangs  of  inflation  after  World  War  I and  issued  a large  amount  of 
notgeld  between  March  20,  1917,  and  the  end  of  inflation  in  1923. 


Among  them  was  this  very  handsome  note  for  50  Million  Marks  issued  on 
September  27,  1923,  with  a stylized  Hanseatic  trading  galleon  showing 
the  city  coat  of  arms  on  the  main  sail.  The  note  has  black  printing 
on  brownish-gray  underprinting  and  a red  serial  number;  it  is  printed 
on  one  side  only  in  common  with  notes  of  the  high  inflation  period. 

Altona,  the  Hamburg  suburb  just  beyond  the  famous  Sankt  Pauli  district, 
separately  issued  notgeld  during  this  period.  A 20  Pfennig  note  issued 
on  December  12,  1921,  shows  a square  rigged  sailing  ship  lying  at 
anchor  (illustrated  following  page). 

The  city  of  Bremen  (pop.  600,000)  lies  at  the  up-stream  end  of  the 
River  Weser  Estuary  with  Bremerhaven  as  its  outer  port  37  miles  down- 
stream. Bremen  is  Germany's  oldest  port  city  dating  from  before  AD 
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Altona  20  Pfennig 

900,  joining  the  Hanseatic  League  in  1358,  and  also  becoming  a Free 
City  in  1646.  It  too  issued  considerable  amounts  of  notgeld  and  a note 
issued  on  September  15,  1921,  in  75  Pfennig  denominations  shows  sailing 
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ships  in  the  port  of  Bremen  adjacent  to  the  Great  Weser  Bridge  (Grosser 
Weser  Briicke)  with  the  city  coat  of  arms  in  the  center. 

The  city  of  Rostock,  now  in  East  Germany,  located  on  the  Baltic  coast, 
issued  a 50  Pfennig  "Reutergeld"  note  on  May  31,  1922,  showing  a view 


of  the  city  on  one  side  and  three  stylized  Viking  ships  sailing  in 
column  on  the  other  attesting  to  the  Baltic's  stormy  historical  past. 

Cuxhaven  (pop.  45,000)  at  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe  River  is  Germany's 
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second  fishing  port  which  is  reflected  in  the  fishing  boats  shown  on 
a 25  Pfennig  note  issued  in  October  1919. 

The  city  Chamber  of  Commerce  (Handelskammer)  of  Oldenburg  (pop.  138,000) 
south  of  the  port  and  naval  base  of  Silhelmshaven  issued  a 50  Pfennig 
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note  in  1921  showing  a bark  under  full  sail. 


These  are  but  a small  sampling  of  the  notgeld  showing  boats  and  ships 
possible  for  collecting  in  this  theme.

As  she  grows  up,  she  still  dreams  of  a man,  but  usually  one 
with  enough  cash  to  support  here  in  the  style  to  which  she  would  like 
to  be  accustomed.  The  young  boy  dreams  of  riding  a white  charger  into 
battle  to  conquer  the  world  and  save  the  damsel  in  distress.  As  he 
grows  older,  he  hopes  only  to  conquer  enough  of  the  world  to  be  able 
to  afford  both  a family  and  a fine  coin  collection. 

To  propagate  the  dreams  of  men,  women  and  children,  England  adopted 
''George"  as  their  Patron  Saint  during  the  reign  of  Edward  III  (1327 
to  1377)  and  the  Hundred  Years'  War.  Who  "George"  was  is  a mystery, 
even  to  this  day.  In  1590  there  was  a peom  published  by  Edmund  Spenser 
in  the  book  THE  FAERIE  QUEENE,  entitled  "Saint  George  and  the  Dragon". 

It  is  the  legend  of  the  Red  Cross  Knight  who  carried  the  silver  shield 
of  the  Cross,  fought  evil,  killed  the  dragon  to  save  Faerie  Land  for 
the  good  Queen  Gloriana,  and  win  the  fair  princess  Una.  It  is  believed 
that  this  is  the  epistemology  of  the  Patron  Saint. 

There  truly  was  a George  of  Cappadocia  who  suffered  and  died  a martyr 
about  A.D.  303  at  Lydda,  in  Palestine,  during  a persecution  of  the 
Christians.  Nothing  is  known  of  his  life  and  it  was  not  until  the 
6th  century  that  his  name  was  connected  with  a dragon. 

During  the  Middle  Ages  many  legends  grew  up  about  Saint  George.  The 
best  known  tells  of  a large,  dreadful  monster  living  in  a distant  pagan 
land.  He  was  so  large  that  the  flapping  of  his  wings  could  be  heard 
for  miles  and  his  claws  could  fell  an  ox  with  one  blow.  From  his 
nostrils  came  flames  and  poisonous  smoke.  Each  year  a maiden  was 
sacrificed  to  keep  the  dragon  from  destroying  the  village  and  all  its 
people.  One  year  the  lot  feel  to  Princess  Sabra  (representing  the 
Church),  daughter  of  theking.  She  was  saved  by  the  valiant  Saint  George, 
youngest  and  bravest  of  the  seven  champions  of  Christendom.  With  his 
magic  sword  Ascalon,  he  wounded  the  monster  (representing  the  Devil) 
so  badly  that  the  princess  was  able  to  put  her  sash  about  its  head  and 
lead  it  to  town.  There  Saint  George  slew  it  with  one  blow.  Won  over 
to  the  Christian  faith  by  this  deed  of  its  champion,  the  people  were 
all  baptized.  After  slaying  the  dragon,  George  gave  all  he  had  to 
the  poor  and  went  forth  to  preach  Christianity. 

Whoever  he  was,  Saint  George  has  been  honored  in  many  ways.  On  the 
pretty  Chandiere  River  in  the  south  of  Quebec,  Canada,  sits  the  quiet 
village  of  Saint  George,  and  high  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  in  front 
of  a church,  is  a double-life-size  golden  statue  of  Saint  George  as 
he  slays  the  dragon.  A similar  scene  is  on  many  coins  of  the  British 
Commonwealth,  the  best  known  perhaps  being  the  gold  sovereigns.  My 
favorite  coin  is  the  British  crown  of  1935,  commemorating  the  silver 
jubilee  of  King  George  V. 

Aside  from  the  mystery  of  who  ''George"  was,  there  are  also  the  unknown 
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George  V Silver  Jiibilee  Crcnm 

facts  about  the  "dragon",  could  it  have  been  a seven  or  eight  inch 
long  lizard  from  the  East  Indies  which  is  called  a "dragon"?

At  the  end  of  the  Franco-Prussian  War  1870-71  38  German  States  were 
unified  as  the  German  Empire  with  the  King  of  Prussia  as  Kaiser. 

Only  six  of  these  states  issued  coins  to  commemorate  the  victory  and 
the  unification  of  Germany.  The  Kingdoms  of  Bavaria,  Prussia,  Saxony 
and  Wurttemberg  and  the  Freistadt  of  Bremen  issued  silver  thalers. 

The  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden  issued  a copper/bronze  Kreuzer.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

BECKER  THE  COUNTERFEITER . Sir.  G.  Rowland  Hill.  Hardback,  two  parts 
in  one,  a)  Greek  and  b)  Roman  and  miscellaneous.  19plates  with  notes. 
360  coins  shown  in  obverse  and  reverse.  Printed  by  Obol  International. 

This  is  the  second  recent  reprint  of  this  work  (1977)  which  shows  how 
valuable  the  work  is;  and  how  rare  originals  are.  Any  museum  or  lib- 
rary dealing  with  the  classics  need  it  as  a reference.  Becker's  coins 
still  turn  up  in  famous  collections  and  sometimes  in  sale  catalogues, 
unless  they  are  spotted  by  someone  with  experience. 

Becker's  dies  and  many  of  his  pieces  are  in  the  Berlin  Museum.  For 
most  people,  the  only  hope  of  detecting  such  forgeries  is  to  have  a 
picture  and  details  of  the  known  forgeries,  of  which  some  360  examples 
are  shown  here.  So  good  was  his  work  that  there  are  still  coins  in 
famous  collection  about  which  specialists  may  have  different  ideas  as 
to  whether  or  not  they  are  Becker  pieces. 

I have  encountered  one  myself  - to  my  knowledge.  An  Istanbul  friend 
in  Milan,  on  his  way  home  in  1946,  showed  me  with  great  glee  a beauti- 
ful denarius  of  Didius  Julianus  he  had  bought.  He  was  most  dissappoint 
ed  at  my  reaction.  The  silver  was  of  too  high  a quality.  Curiously 
enough  that  same  year  in  the  bazaars  I picked  up  a little  copper  piece 
that  was  a copy  of  a gold  aureau  of  the  same  emperor. 

Hill's  book  is  based  on  Becker's  own  quite  extensive  notes  and  diaries, 
as  well  as  dies  and  known  examples.  130  of  the  coins  are  classical 
Greek  "i.e.  3 tetradrachms  of  Sicily",  144  Roman,  mainly  from  the  Re- 
public to  Glycerius,  the  remainder  being  Visigothic,  early  Frankish 
and  medieval  materials.  The  coins  shown  are  from  many  collections  and 
sales.  Copies  of  the  copies  sometimes  turn  up  as  well.  Becker  was  a 
strange  man  for  while  some  coins  seem  to  have  been  sold  as  replicas  at 
reasonable  prices,  others  were  sold  at  Mionnet  valuations.  He  also 
dealt  in  genuine  material,  e.g.  Goethe  and  others.  Once  his  creations 
got  into  general  circulation  the  trouble  began,  as  with  the  old  electro 
types  of  the  British  Museum.  Becker's  can  deceive  even  the  finest 
expert  at  times  since  they  cannot  always  agree. 

His  dies  were  cut  with  extreme  care,  sometimes  taking  up  to  8 weeks  to 
finish,  sometimes  from  an  original,  sometimes  from  casts,  and  even 
drawings.  He  struck  the  coins  in  the  ancient  manner,  with  a sledge 
hammer.  His  work  was  highly  skillful  and  he  captured  well  the  styles 
of  the  ancient  coins.  He  also  took  great  care  with  the  epigraphy 
(which  has  exposed  many  forgeries  of  all  kinds,  not  just  coins)  so 
that  the  letters  were  cut  to  be  correct  for  the  place  and  time.  He 
was  born  in  1772  and  died  in  1830. 

Though  written  for  museums  and  collectors,  the  book  itself  is  easy  to 
read  and  fascinating.  Needless  to  say  the  plates  are  superb!

Volume  XV  contains  four  issues  consisting  of  25  papers  on  Canadian 
medals,  tokens  and  coins  written  by  members  of  the  Canadian  Numismatic 
Research  Society.  The  illustrations  are  quite  clear. 

Among  the  papers  of  more  general  interest  are:  "Numismatics  of  the 

Northwest  Territories"  by  Donald  Stewart  , giving  a preliminary  listing 
of  tokens,  medals,  souvenir  dollars  and  paper  money  of  this  territory; 
"British  Columbia  Numismatica  1978"  by  Leslie  Copan,  listing  trade 
dollars,  medals  and  wooden  dollars  issued  by  this  province  during  1978; 

Coronation  & Jubilee  Medals"  by  Ross  Irwin,  covering  medals  from  Queen 
Victoria  through  Queen  Elizabeth  II;  and  three  more  installments  of 
"Dictionary  of  Canadian  Medalists"  by  Robert  Willey,  covering  those 
medalists  with  last  names  beginning  with  "C"  through  "I". 


A single  article  on  coins  entitled  "Ejection  Doubling  Menace"  by  J.  C 
Levesque  ascribes  this  process  as  being  responsible  for  the  majority 
of  contemporary  coins  where  re-engraving  is  reported.  As  the  author 
points  out,  "Ejection  doubling  occurs  while  the  coin  is  being  ejected 
from  the  coining  press  a split  second  after  it  has  been  struck  by  the 
dies".  This  two  page  paper  deserves  the  widest  publication  possible.
